Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son wants to go slow on govern- 
ment buying until it can be deter- 
mined whetner the public is coope- 
rating with Mr. Truman's "waste 
less" food program. 


fn other words, Anderson wants 
to hold export buying to a rate of 
470,000,000 bushels this crop year 
for the time being. This is the quan- 
tity 01 grain which the cabinet food 
committee has 
said 
the 
United 
Stales could safely spare at present 
rates of consumption. 


Mr. Truman has asked the public 
to reduce domestic use of grain by 
lUO.OUO.UuU bushels so that exports 
might be increased to the rate of 
570,000,000 bushels this year.

The far- 
mer got $3.18, the wholesaler $1.61, 
the retailer 29 cents. 
The retailer handled a $5.08 or- 
der for less than half what he got 
in 1939 for a ^.50 order. The who- 
lesaler s 80 per cent increase is 
less than the boost in his wage 
costs. The farmer's 218 per cent 
increase is much more than the 
added cost to him of producing the 
food. 


Meanwhile wages have gone up. 


A, They constitute an important ele- 
~ mcnt in every cost of raising, man- 


ufacturing, transporting, handling 
and selling any commodity. The 
farm worker gets 2.38 times as 
much as he did in 1939, the factory 
worker 1.98 times as much. Both 
of these greatly exceed the 58 per- 
cent increase in the cost of living 
at the time these other figures were 


. 
of -buying grain. 


While they decline to be quoted, 
Agriculture, Department 
officials 
believe there is little chance of cut- 
ting domestic grain consumption 
anywhere near 100,000,000 bushels. 
They say buying that additional 
quantity for export in anticipation 
of savings of that amount can have 
but one effect — a further sharp in- 
flation in grain and i'ood prices. 
Anderson also is known to be 


worried about next year's

crops. The outlook for wheat is not 
particularly good. Dry wheather in 
the great plains is holding down 
fall seeding and 
germination of 
winter wheat.

Arrest of 
Hanns Eisler 
Is Ordered 


Hollywood, Oct. 3 —(/P) — Hanns 
Eisler, 
Hollywood song 
writer, 
and his wife, have been ordered ar- 
rested for deportation proceedings 
on the basis of testimoney last week 
before the House 
Committee on 
Unamerican Activities, Committee 
Chairman J. Parnell Thomas (R- 
NJ) announced in Washington last 
night. 


The committee said warrants for 
their arrest were issued by the Jus- 
lice 
Department's 
immigration 
service. Up to an early hour loday 
there was no word from the U. S. 
Marshal's office here as to whether 
the warrants l\ad 
been 
received 
here or whether an attempt 
had 
been made to serv them on Ihe 
Eislers who live at the exclusive 
nearby beach community of Mali- 
bu. 


The house committee -referred 
the Eisler case to the Justice De- 
partment a week ago, recommend- 
ing that the Hollywood composer be 
prosecuted on perjury and passport 
traud charges and then deported to 
nis native Germany. The commit- 
tee would up hearings in Washing- 
ton with a report that even "the 
most casual 
investigation would 


have exposed Eisler beyond 
the 
shadow of a doubt as an interna- 
lional Communisl agent." 


At the Eislers' Malibu borne it 


was reported the couple had "gone 
out to dinner" last night and by a 
late hour they had not returned. 
An attorney who represented Eisler 
previously, Ben Margolis, said the 
song writer had not contacted him 
in the matter, Margolis said h2 an- 
ticipated that arrangements would 
be made for the Eislers to "sur- 
render themselves to the proper au- 
thorities." 


Five Persons 
Executed in 
North Carolina

died in tne gas chamber today in 
STorth Carolina s biggest execution 
'.n historyi despite a desperate try 
Dy one of the whites: to thwart his 
gassing by jamming his "death 
row" cell lock. 


The a.ttempK failed but w,gn Earl. 
O'Dear, a surly mountain' 
youth 


whose parents sobbed outside at 
the prison gate, only 40 extra min- 
utes of life 
in the big 
steel and 
stone central prison. 


O'Dear, 23, and his companion, 
Robert Messer, 
23, 
had 
been 


scheduled to die first for the ham- 
mer-murder of a Sylva taxi driver 
and his wife, but O'Dear forced a 
splinter from a wooden ice cream 
spoon into the intricate cell lock be- 
cause "I didn't want the guards to 
get me out." 


Warden Hugh 
llson 
sent

Charlotle 
Negroes, 
also 
senlenced to death for murder, to 
the 
death 
chamber 
first 
lest 
O'Dear's lock jamming would de- 
lay the proceedings. 
But O'uear and Messer follow- 


ed the Negroes, Jethro 
Lampkin 
and Richard McCain, immediately 
and the fifth victim, Negro Willie 
(Jherrv. died alone at 11:27 a. m. 
(EST). 


Never before had the state, kill- 


ed more than three men in one day, 
but Gov. Gregg Cherry said he

executions proceed in hopes they

as a deterrent 
to 


mounting juvenile crime. 


O'Dear 
steadfastly 
maintained 
his innocence to the last but did 
not fight when he was strapped into 
the death chair.

death sentence admitted thai he 
also raped her. 


His case was credited with stir- 
ring racial tension that later boiled 
over in a near-lynching of another 
young Negro at Jackson, N. C.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

while the writer of the Hebrews 
emphasizes the priestly character 
of Jesus, and the fulfillment of 
the ritualistic side of the Old Tes- 
tament heritage. 


Belief in Jesus as the Messiah, 


and the fulfillment fo Jewish hopes 
and prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this- 
point that the devout Christian and, 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in com- 
mon.' The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

ground of Judaism; but Paul is 
chiefly concerned 
with 
doctrine, 


while the writer of the Hebrews 
emphasizes the priestly character 
of Jesus, and the fulfillment of 
the ritualistic side of the Old Tes- 
tament heritage. 


Belief in Jesus as the Messiah, 


and the fulfillment fo Jewish hopes 
and prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this- 
point that the devout Christian and, 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in com- 
mon.' The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

while the writer of the Hebrews 
emphasizes the priestly character 
of Jesus, and the fulfillment of 
the ritualistic side of the Old Tes- 
tament heritage. 


Belief in Jesus as the Messiah, 


and the fulfillment fo Jewish hopes 
and prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this- 
point that the devout Christian and, 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in com- 
mon.' The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

ed''^ Paul. Both are intense in 
then1 conviction that-Jesus was the 
futfillmeh't'' of the' Messianic hope, 
and both write from the 
back- 


ground of Judaism; but Paul is 
chiefly concerned 
with 
doctrine, 


while the writer of the Hebrews 
emphasizes the priestly character 
of Jesus, and the fulfillment of 
the ritualistic side of the Old Tes- 
tament heritage. 


Belief in Jesus as the Messiah, 


and the fulfillment fo Jewish hopes 
and prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this- 
point that the devout Christian and, 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in com- 
mon.' The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.

Slavs Told to 
Be Ready to 
Take Up Arms 


Belgrade, Yugoslavia, Oct. 3 — 


(/P)— jHremier Marshall Tito called 
on Yugoslav veterans in a speech 
yesterday "to be prepared at all 
times, if necessary, to take 
up 
arms and fight again," 


"We arc working as if there will 


be peace for 100 or 500 years, but 
let us prepare ourselves as if there 
will be war tomorrow," Tito told 
the men who had fought under him 
in the partisan movement during 
the occupation. 


"When I say that we must be 
prepared, this docs not mean that 
war will start tomorrow. This only 
means that it is a good thing to be 
prepared because in this way the 
menace of war will be removed. 


"Imperialism is like 
a 
hyena 


which seeks to see where it can 
gel away most cheaply and make 
the most profits out of it." 


Tito described the Truman doc- 
trine as "nothing else than the cre- 
aion of strategic bases in Europe 
and other parts of the world for 
the encirclement 
of the 
Soviet 


Union and other generally demo- 
cratic eastern states." 


The premier said that "imperial- 
ists charge us for that which we 
are not guilty of" in Greece and 
that the Americans and British ac- 
tually were the 
culprits behind 
Greece's troubles. 


The "western imperialist front," 
he continued, "wanted to impose 
upon Yugoslavia through the Unit- 
ed Nations some decisions which 
would be humiliating for our peo- 
ple and for other Balkan countries, 
but I declare that we will never 
permit anyone to play the master 


country and impose 
his

Inability to sleep soundly (in- 


somnia) can be caused by fear of 
being unable to sleep. 
Staying 


awake upsets the insomnia victim 
so much that he expects the worst. 
Insomnia is rarely a disease and 
is seldom caused by disease. 


Regular sleeping habits arc 
a 


preventive of insomnia. Whencvr 
possible, go to bed each night at 
an hour which will permit gelling 
up the next morning completely 
rested, without being called. Even 
though you may stay awake part 
of the night, it will not harm your 
health. 


An adult sleeps soundest during 


the first hour, and sleeps progres- 
sively lighter as the waking stage 
is approached. In children there 
are two periods of deep sleep, one 
after going to bed and the other 
just before waking. 


Those who enjoy deep sleep do 


not dream. Excessive 
dreaming 


indicates light sleep, although this 
may be just as restful as deep 
sleep. Mothers develop the habit 
of light sleep, listening for their 
young children.. This should not 
be called insomnia unless they fail 
to go back to sleep after they have 
been reassured that everything is 
all right.

Both are intense in 
then1 conviction that-Jesus was the 
futfillmeh't'' of the' Messianic hope, 
and both write from the 
back- 


ground of Judaism; but Paul is 
chiefly concerned 
with 
doctrine, 


while the writer of the Hebrews 
emphasizes the priestly character 
of Jesus, and the fulfillment of 
the ritualistic side of the Old Tes- 
tament heritage. 


Belief in Jesus as the Messiah, 


and the fulfillment fo Jewish hopes 
and prophecies, is dominant in the 
Christian church; and it is at this- 
point that the devout Christian and, 
the devout Jew differ, though they 
have the Old Testament in com- 
mon.' The devout Jew may regard 
Jesus as a great-teacher, a view 
now more widely held than former- 
ly, but he .looks still for the com- 
ing the Messiah and the fulfillment 
ot the prophecies. 


It is a difference of belief that 


it not unimportant, but it should 
not in any sense be an occasion 
of intolerance or unbrotherlincss. 
If the Jew lives up to all that is 
best in the Old Testament, and. 
the Christian up to all that is best 
in the New, the spirit of both Testa- 
ments would make impossible the 
intolerance and prejudice that have 
led to so much suffering and trag- 
edy. It is in ideals of peace and 
good will that Judaism and Chris- 
tainity both find their hghest ex- 
pression.
